“At the outset,” chief defense 
counsel Grant B. Cooper told 
the jurors yesterday, “you 
should know that there will be 
no denial that our client fired 
the shot that killed Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy.” 

The jury’s job, he said, will 
be to determine intent— “what 
was going on in his head at the 
time .he pulled the trigger.”
